■ Town bid for affordable homes may be sidelined 

POSER OVER 
HOTEL PLAN 


A PLAN to create a new 
hotel at a Banbury town 
centre "eyesore" could 
scupper a scheme for 40 
affordable homes. 

Slighte Ltd wants to convert 
boarded-up Crown House into a 
73-bedroom hotel and it is 
bidding to knock down part of 
neighbouring 18 Bridge Street 
for a new restaurant and five 
duplex apartments.

Cherwell District Council had 
been eyeing the site for 40 
affordable flats and was moving 
to force a sale by a compulsory 
purchase order (CPO). 

Bosses said they acted 
because the former hotel and 
offices had been empty for more 
than 20 years and Slighte had 


not returned it to use and it had 
been labelled an eyesore. 

Yet Slighte has put in another 
plan, for which a decision is 
expected this month. A public 
inquiry is earmarked for the 
CPO in September. 

Housing chiefs had hoped a 
housing development there 
would have helped dent the 
council's 3,700-strong waiting 
list for affordable housing. 

Crown House was a key part 
of plans to convert town centre 
buildings into flats, including 
the former offices in Calthorpe 
Road and Broughton Road. 

But planning consultants RPS, 
working for Slighte, said its 
development would be a 
"contemporary focal point to a 
developing area of the town 
centre". It said "cosmetic 
improvements" to the brickwork 
would improve the "dated" 
building. 

It added: "The proposal offers 
a highly sustainable 
comprehensive form of 
development, bringing a 
redundant building in a key 
location within the town centre 
back into use." 

The council's chief for 
Banbury Brighter Futures, John 
Donaldson, said: "I want 
something done about the 
building. Although we have a 
great need for social housing in 
the town, if it 
becomes a hotel 
then great. Let's not 
hang about." 

The council's 
plans had won the 
support of Cherwell 
Community Land 
Trust, which 
promotes affordable 
housing. 

It had launched a 
petition to support 
the council scheme 
and had collected 
about 700 further 


signatures at the town's outdoor 
market on Saturday. Chairman 
Sheena Gow said: "If they are 
genuinely going to do 
something with it, great. 

"If not, we would like to see 
it turned into affordable 
housing. 

"There are other buildings in 
the town centre that could 
potentially be used, but not on 
the scale of this." 

Council anti-social behaviour 
manager Rob Lowther said the 
building's underground car park 
was a "popular location" for the 
homeless. The fire service had 
responded a number of times to 
fires lit by rough sleepers. He 
backed the hotel plan as he felt 
the building was "detrimental" 
to the area. 

While conservation officer 
Rose Todd did not object, she 
said it was a missed opportunity 
to provide a "well designed" 
replacement. 

The council's plans were for 
20 one-bedroom and 20 two- 
bedroom flats, with shops 
fronting onto Bridge Street. 

Local Government Secretary 
Eric Pickles is due to make a 
decision on the plans after the 
September 3 inquiry at the 
council's White Post Lane, 
Bodicote offices. 

It will be held over two days 
and the public can attend.

Mothers' joy as troubled 


maternity unit reopens 


MUMS-TO-BE celebrated the 
opening of the Cotswold 
Maternity Unit on Monday - 
eight months after births at 
the facility were suspended. 

A report published in March 
revealed there had been 
managerial problems and 
bullying among the staff. Births 
at the Chipping Norton unit were 
suspended in October last year. 

But the doors have reopened - 
and just in time for one mother, 
whose due date was also on 
Monday. 

Sara Perkins, from Brailes, 
said: "I'm glad I have managed 
to hold on until now. 

"Part of me really wanted to 
have the baby already, but I 
wanted to hold out and give birth 
here. 

"The unit is just smaller and 
friendlier. In other hospitals you 
are just another patient." 

It is the second visit for Mrs 
Perkins. She had her second 
baby Riley, now two, at the unit 
in 2011. 

And now she is on track to be 
the first mother to give birth at 
the re-decorated unit. 

Another expectant mother was

looking around the unit ahead 
of her due date - which is just 
three weeks away. 

Kayleigh llott, 25, from 
Tackley, said: "I had my son, 
Alfie, at the John Radcliffe 
Hospital and it was just really 
busy. 

"The unit at Chipping Norton 
is really friendly. It is not as 
clinical and it feels a lot more 
like I'm in my own bedroom." 

Head of midwifery at the 
Oxfordshire University Hospitals 
NHS Trust, Jane Herve, said: "I 
am delighted we are reopening. 
One of the things about it is 
there is a real home-from-home 


feeling. We have had a number 
of recommendations and have 
formed a new action plan. 

"We have worked to make 
sure that the necessary 
conditions are in place. We 
have a team who are all pleased 
to be here. We are confident it 
will be a success." 


The damning report, 
published in March, said staff 
relationships at the hospital had 
broken down so badly it had to 
be shut. 

It described a rift between the 
"old guard" - who worked "the 
Chipping Norton way" - and 
those trying to meet national 
guidelines. A list of 31 
recommendations were agreed, 


so that the same problems 
would not rise again. 

The number of births at the 
unit fell to just 32 between April 
and September last year and the 
report said the number would 
need to grow to 150-200 a year 
to maintain its viability. 

According to the trust, in 
2008-09 there were 121 births, 
in 2010-11 there were 80 births, 
and in 2011 -12 there were 11 7 
births. 

Of the original team of six 
midwives from last year, Ms 
Herve said only one had 
changed - but they had not left 
or been asked to leave. One 
new midwife had been 
appointed and an interim 


midwife had been employed. 
Three new maternity support 
workers had also been hired. 

The unit now boasts seven 
midwives and seven maternity 
support workers. 

A new doorbell and 
telephone system has been 
installed, the two birthing rooms 
have been redecorated and 
resuscitators have been replaced 
with wall-mounted machines. 
Weekly tours of the unit are 
now available, and a working 
party between the unit and 
users has been formed. 

Ms Herve or a senior 
midwifery manager will also 
visit the unit once every two to 
four weeks.

Coroner is told 
of boy's rare 
bowel condition

COMPLICATIONS from a rare bowel 
condition killed a four-year-old boy, 
Oxfordshire Coroner's Court heard last 
Thursday. 

Adam Hussain, of West Street, Banbury, 
was born with a bowel abnormality called 
microvillous inclusion. 

It meant his bowel was not completely 
formed, so his food was not properly 
digested, causing life-threatening diarrhoea. 

He died on February 10 at the Horton 
Hospital, Banbury. 

Oxfordshire coroner Darren Salter gave a 
verdict of death by natural causes, as a result 
of a series of problems arising from the 
condition. 

The court heard that his mother - who was 
his full-time carer - and father, found it too 
difficult to go to the inquest. 

Doctor Astor Rodrigues, said in a written 
statement: "His parents cared for him at 
home brilliantly and diligently." 

His condition meant Adam could only 
manage small amounts of time at school. 

Colene Bowker, a consultant pathologist, 
said: "I have only diagnosed this condition 
three times in 30 years at different hospitals 
around the Midlands and Oxfordshire. 

"It is extremely rare and extremely 
debilitating. It is not something you see every 
day." 

It was hoped Adam would be considered 
for a small bowel transplant, but his health 
deteriorated too quickly. 

His mother called 999 when he became 
very unwell on February 10. Paramedics 
found him unresponsive when they arrived 
and started CPR. 

Paramedics confirmed he had stopped 
breathing after they arrived at hospital. Fluid 
was found around his lung and in his 
abdomen. He had been suffering from 
pancreatitis because of his bowel condition.

Prices rise 
for hospital 
parking fees

HOSPITAL bosses have 
ramped up the cost of 
parking by up to 87 per 
cent. 

Oxford University 
Hospitals Trust - which runs 
the Horton Hospital as well 
as the John Radcliffe, 
Churchill and Nuffield 
Orthopaedic hospitals in 
Oxford - blamed rising 
costs. A spokesman said that 
it did not want to spend 
healthcare cash on parking, 
despite the fact costs had 
gone down. 

Patient groups said people 
had no choice when 
attending hospital and using 
car parks as a cash cow was 
"inhumane". 

With just six days notice, 
the new charges came in to 
effect at the Horton on 
Monday. 

Parking for 30 minutes to 
one hour increased in cost 
by 40 per cent (from £1 to 
£1.40) but a three- to four- 
hour stay increased by 87 
per cent (£3 to £5.60). 

The trust made a surplus 
from car park charges of 
£918,000 in 2011/12 and 
£897,000 in 2012/13. 

A 63-year-old man, who

problems, said: "It is 
absolutely disgraceful and 
completely exploitative. It is 
going to affect the 
vulnerable at the worst time 
in their normal lives." 

Another couple, who did 
not want to be named, left 
hospital with their new-born 
baby, having spent £23 in 
three days on parking. 

The father said: "It's 
expensive as it is, but you 
don't have much choice 
when your baby arrives." 

Jacquie Pearce-Gervis, 
chairman of the Oxfordshire 
watchdog, Patient Voice, 
said: "It is a cash cow. It's an 
easy way of getting money 
when you have no choice 
but to pay it. It is 
inhumane." 

But Banbury MP Sir Tony 
Baldry defended the rise. He 
said: "I think there is often a 
misconception that because 
the NHS is free, that in 
some way every bit of it is 
costless. That is clearly not 
the case. 

"I think the trust would be 
justifiably criticised if they 
spent money on providing 
public car parking when it 
should have been spent on 


patients ." 

The trust made £3.12m 
from car park charges in 
2011/12, but providing and 
maintaining them cost 
£2.20m, leaving a surplus of 
£918,000. 

In 2012/13, car park 
charges made £2.90m but 
the sites cost £2m, leaving a 
surplus of £897,000. 

The trust said it had not 
increased car parking 
charges at its hospital sites 
since 2006. 

Director of the estate, 
MarkTrumper, said: "We 
have held parking charges 
for as long as is practicable. 

"However, as costs of 
providing and maintaining 
public car parks on four 
hospital sites has increased 
over the years, we have 
decided it was now time to 
introduce a small increase 
to the charges across the 
trust. 

"We do not want to use 
funds that should be 
otherwise spent on 
providing healthcare for 
patients, so car parking has 
to be self-funding. Any 
surplus is reinvested back 
into patient care." 


Weather hits energy cutbacks 


PLANS to cut carbon at Cherwell 
District Council stalled last year 
because of the cold winter, bosses 
said. 

Emissions went up 1.5 per cent as 
more gas was needed for heating 
and plans for solar panels on its

Call to help guard UK antiquities 

MP's plea over 
problem of 
church bats 


BANBURY'S MP has 
called for some of the 
legal restrictions on 
moving bats to be lifted - 
to protect historic 
churches. 

Sir Tony Baldry said that 
bats living in churches were 
damaging the buildings when 
they urinated or defecated. 

Bats are a protected 
species, but Sir Tony, the 
Second Church Estates 
Commissioner, said the law 
should be changed to allow 
bats that were causing 
problems at ancient churches 
or monuments to be 
relocated. 

Natalie Merry, churches 
officer for the Diocese of 
Oxfordshire, said the 
problem was not a major 
issue in Oxfordshire, but St 
Peter's Church, in South

Newington, had been badly 
affected. 

St Peter's has medieval wall 
paintings, which have 
unfortunately been used as a 
toilet for a bat colony that 
lives there. 

The problem was 
compounded because the 
paintings had been covered 
in a wax to protect them in 
the 1930s, but it had made 
the surface sticky and the bat 
urine and droppings stuck to 
the painting. 

Miss Merry said: "When 
the painting was conserved, it 
had to be cleaned off. But the 
bats' urine left stains, 
damaging the paintings." 

This can be reversed - but 
the parish will have to foot 


the bill. 

She said: "It's a bigger 
problem in rural areas 
with a flat and sparse 
landscape. But in 
Oxfordshire, there is an 
abundance of natural habitat. 

"We seem to have just one 
or two bats in many 
churches, but the small 
numbers don't cause much 
damage and they often live in 
the tower rather than nave of 
the church." 

Richard Benyon, 
Parliamentary Under 
Secretary of State for Natural 
Environment and Fisheries, 
Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs, said measures to try 
to combat the problem were 
being considered, including 
deterrents such as lighting 
and providing alternative 
roosting sites.

THE leader of Oxfordshire 
County Council has warned 
that job cuts cannot be ruled 
out, following the 
Chancellor's plans to cut a 
further £11.5bn of public 
spending. 

Local authorities across the 
country are bracing themselves 
for budget reductions of ten per 
cent following George Osborne's 
latest spending review. 

And public sector workers are 
in for a squeeze, losing their right 
to automatic annual pay 
increases. 

County council leader Ian 
Hudspeth said: "The ten per cent

reduction comes on the back of 
the £127m that we have already 
had to take out of our budget 
since 2010. It is going to mean 
looking at our budget across the 
board. 

"If we are faced with such 
reductions in spending, some 
jobs will have to be looked at." 

Mr Osborne announced that 
incentives for councils to freeze 
council tax, due to come to an 
end next April, would be 
extended for the next two years. 

The chancellor announced that 
annual incremental pay increases 


in the civil service would be 
axed in 2015. Frontline armed 
forces will be excluded from the 
changes. 

But a local union warned the 
"onslaught" on public sector pay 
would lead to critical shortages 
in areas like nursing, education 
and social services. 

Kelvin Aubrey, the Oxfordshire 
organiser of Unison, said: "The 
chancellor's statement is only 
going to make the provision of 
local government services worse. 

"It will cause great damage to 
communities in Oxfordshire." 

Unison argues that increments 
were a way of maintaining 
loyalty from experienced staff.

Dictionary's 
new words 

■ "TWEET", "dad dancing", 
and "flash mob" are some of 
the new additions to the 
Oxford English Dictionary. 
Chief editor John Simpson 
said the inclusion of the 
noun and verb "tweet", as a 
reference to social network 
site Twitter, which was set 
up in 2006, broke dictionary 
rules as a new word usually 
needs to be current for ten 
years before it could be 
included. But he said the 
word was "catching on". 

The dictionary publishes four 
updates a year.

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Campaign boosts literacy

MANY of the children 
involved in Oxfordshire's 
Reading Campaign have 
seen their literacy levels 
rise by more than a year 
in just four months. 

Now it has been revealed 
that children at 29 of the 56 
schools taking part in the 
scheme have seen their 
reading age rise on average 
13.3 months in the first four 
months since its launch in 
September. 

The figure was unveiled at 
a conference of 63 
headteachers, deputies and 
literacy co-ordinators, staged 
to review how the campaign 
had gone in the schools and 
share ideas about getting 
children reading. 

The Reading Campaign 
was launched by the National 
Literacy Trust and Oxfordshire 
County Council to address 
the county's poor literacy 
results at Key Stage One 
level. 

The campaign is a mix of 
reading help for children, 
training and continuing 
professional development for 


teaching staff, plus a 
volunteer reading scheme. 
Headteachers said that they 
believed it should be 
expanded into other schools. 

Nicola Jenkins, literacy 
subject leader at Holy Trinity 
Primary School, Chipping 
Norton, said: 

"The teaching 
assistants and 
class teachers 
have said they 
have seen big 
improvements 
already in terms 
of enthusiasm 
and phonic 
ability." 

While Janet 
Hunt, Key Stage 
One leader at 
Hill View 
Primary School, 

Banbury, said: "It has had the 
most effect on children's 
engagement. 

"Initially we thought it was 
particularly good for the boys, 
but we have actually found it 
works well with girls as well. 

"They have all made at 
least two sub-levels progress." 

Frances Craven, 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
deputy director for education 
and early intervention, told 


colleagues at the meeting: 
"Please go and tell schools in 
your area and in your 
partnership about the positive 
impact the programme is 
having. 

"If every school went and 
told somebody else about the 
programme, we 
would see a 
significant 
increase in 
schools joining. 
I'm putting that 
down as a 
challenge." 

Case studies 
were detailed to 
those taking part 
in the 

conference, 
while keynote 
speakers 
included 
education consultant and 
former Government 
communications champion 
Jean Gross and literacy 
consultant and lecturer Nikki 
Gamble. 

Ms Gross spoke about how 
research showed that getting 
children talking, improved 
reading skills. 

She gave a host of ideas for 
getting children talking, 
giving an example of a school 


where a "spaceship"' landed. 

She said: "We often talk 
more when we are exposed 
to strong sensory stimulus, 
when we see something 
amazing, touch something 
amazing, hear something 
amazing." 

It is planned for a third 
wave of schools to start from 
September, with the National 
Literacy Trust and Oxfordshire 
County Council contacting 
those primaries which have 
not so far signed up. 

Key Stage One teacher 
assessments are currently 
being completed and data on 
the children who have taken 
part in the scheme will be 
sent to Edge Hill University, 
which will analyse the results. 

That analysis should be 
ready by September, when 
overall local authority figures 
will be made public. 

Nick Dowrick, director of 
intervention support at Edge 
Hill University, said: "One of 
the things we will be looking 
at is if it's working for boys 
and girls, those on free school 
meals, those with English as 
an additional language. We 
can already see it is working 
equally for all groups of 
children."

F estival season is officially here 
and this weekend it's the turn 
of Cornbury in the stunning 
Cotswold setting of Great Tew. 

Attracting the cream of the 
Chipping Norton set, 

Cornbury is a far cry from 
most people's image of a 
British music festival. 

Forget mud, greasy burg¬ 
ers, deafening rock music and 
cider-swilling teenagers, this 
smart gathering in the grounds 
of a West Oxfordshire stately 
home is all about families, good 
food, artisan beers, Pimms bars 
and an unthreatening bill 
designed to appeal to all. There is 
even a roped-off VIP area, for 
heaven's sake.

W orking to the principle that 
you don't mess with a 
winning formula, directors 
Pierre Coffin and Chris Renaud 
deliver more warm-hearted thrills 
and slapstick spills in the action- 
packed sequel to their delightful 
2010 computer-animated 
adventure. 

Despicable Me 2 doesn't quite 
attain the dizzy heights of the 
original and lacks some of the 
heart-tugging emotion and warmth 
that epitomised Gru's journey from 
cackling arch-villain to surrogate 
father. 

Young audiences won't care a jot 
though, because the action 
sequences are bigger, including a 
James Bond-style opening sequence 
over the Arctic Circle, and the 
humour is just as silly. 

Screenwriters Ken Daurio and 
Cinco Paul have realised that the 
Minions are the star attraction, 
scene-stealing with googly-eyed 
gusto, so the diminutive yellow 
sidekicks are pushed squarely to the 
fore in the second madcap mission. 

They are firmly embedded in the 
main plot, almost elbowing Gru 
and his girls into the shadows, 
including the introduction of a new 
hybrid of Minion a la Gizmo and 


Strike in Cremlins that surely 
doubles the merchandising 
opportunities. 

The film's reliance on the 
Minions for almost every snigger 
and guffaw is noticeable and their 
charm starts to wear thin during the 
end credits, which shamelessly 
plugs the stand-alone Minions 
movie planned for next year. 

Perhaps you can have too much of 
a good thing. Only time will tell. 

Despicable Me 2 begins shortly 
after events of the original with Gru 
(voiced by Steve Carell) living in 
unconventional domestic bliss with 
his girls, Margo (Miranda Cosgrove), 
Edith (Dana Gaier) and Agnes (Elsie 
Fisher). 

He has turned his back on 
skulduggery and now devotes his 
subterranean bunker to the 
production of jams and jellies under 
the supervision of technical genius 
Dr Nefario (Russell Brand). 

When a new threat to global 
peace emerges, Lucy Wilde (Kristen 
Wiig) from The Anti-Villain League 
stuns Gru with her lipstick taser and 
pressgangs him into working for the 
good guys to uncover the 
mastermind responsible for the theft 
of a top secret serum. 

The trail leads to a local mall 
where Gru and Lucy pose as co¬ 
owners of a cupcake shop in order 
to spy on two prime suspects: Floyd

Whisper this, but for a while it 
looked like one-time wild child 
Subaru might be reaching for 
motoring's equivalent of a pipe and 
slippers. 

With the demise of Banbury's all- 
conquering Prodrive-run Subaru 
Rally World Team, the age of whale- 
tail spoilers, wheelarches more 
flared than a 1970s pop star's jeans 
and exhaust systems louder than a 
Typhoin jet, seemed to be over. 

With more muted styling, a focus 
on comfort and poise rather than 
power, and diesel engines, the 
Japanese car maker seemed to be 
sliding into motoring middle age. 

But just when you thought it 
might be going a bit soft, Subaru has 
returned with its familiar raw blend 
of power, aggressive styling, 
pinpoint handling — and noise. 

Priced from about £25,000, 
Subaru's rear-wheel-drive BRZ com¬ 
bines a low centre of gravity, light 
weight, compact dimensions and 
bucketloads of fun. 

Combining rear-wheel drive with 
a front-engined layout and high- 
revving engine, the BRZ's name says 
everything you need to know about 
the car — B stands for 'Boxer', R for 
'Rear-wheel-drive' and Z for 
'Zenith'. Like its sister car, the Toyota 
GT86, the BRZ's boxer engine con¬ 


tributes to the ultra-low centre of 
gravity which ensure the car stays 
firmly planted on the road. 

I say firmly advisedly, because 
while the 200 horsepower, 2+2 BRZ 
is lithe, agile and focused on the 
driver, the front seat passenger might 
not be quite so enthusiastic about 
the glued-to-the-road, grippy feel. 

Admittedly my wife was suffering 
from a bad back when she levered 
herself out of the suede and leather 
sports seat and might have been a 
little grumpy. "How would you 
describe the ride in this car," she 
asked. "Taut," I said. "Torture more 
like," she replied. 

That's a little unfair, but might be 
justified if you had to travel any dis¬ 
tance in one of the two 'occasional' 
rear seats. Anyone larger than a 
small child would have difficulty 
getting in and need a can opener to 
get out of them.
